Disputing earlier claim s that 
the technique will not work,

from 
Ohio

discover no violation of known 
physical laws in the theory 
Dr. Donald L.Glower, dean of 
Ohio 
S ta te ’s 
engineering 
school, considers the process 
years ahead of existing tech­ 
nology, according to the Wash­ 
ington inventor behind the 
theory. Dr. Stephen Krajcovic- 
Ilok 
In a letter accompanying the 
report from the researchers. 
Glower told Ilok: ‘T he conclu­ 
sion of their study is that this 
(coal grinding) mill can and 
should be built." 
Success, the re se a rc h e rs 
said, could provide a “dram atic 
contribution" to US and world 


energy supplies. 
Ilok's idea is to pulverize coal 
into grains just four microns — 
or 16 one-thousands of an inch, 
finer than face powder — in 
diam eter At that size, ash and 
pv rite im p u rities, including 
sulfur, 
would 
be 
separated 
from the coal and could be 
removed easily. Nearly pure 
carbon would remain. 
At p resen t coal can 
be 
reduced only 
to about 74 
microns But the sm aller coal 
can be ground, the more ex­ 
plosive it becomes, and Ilok 
says getting coal down to four- 
micron size would increase its 
potential to help A m erica 
become energy self-sufficient. 
Among other things, he said 
in an interview, such fine coal 
powder could be mixed with oil 
or gasaiine to increase the 
energy content of liquid fuels 
and stretch their supply.

Rabin Asked 
To Form New 
Government 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Isra­ 
eli President Ephraim Katzir 
called in P rim e M inister Yit­ 
zhak Rabin today to ask him to 
form a caretaker government 
that would rule until elections 
expected in the spring. 


An official communique said 
Katzir finished 10 days of talks 
with Israel’s political parties 
and sum m oned R abin 
“ to 
propose to him that he un­ 
dertake the task of forming a 
new governm ent.” 


Katzir’s move is a formality 
required by Israeli law follow­ 
ing R a b in ’s resig n atio n as 
prim e m inister two weeks ago. 


Political analysts said Rabin 
is unlikely to form a new 
go vernm ent, 
but 
would 
neverthelss rem ain in office 
until the spring elections. 


The Knesset, Israel’s 
120- 
m em ber parliam ent, is expect­ 
ed to pass a law within two 
weeks dissolving 
parliam ent 
and calling for new elections. 


Passage of such a law would 
autom atically stop the attem pt 
to form a new government, 
leaving Rabin as head of an 
interim cabinet until elections. 


Labor party and Likud op­ 
position sources say agreem ent 
is likely about a May 17 election 
date. 
Rabin is allowed 21 days to 
assem ble a government and 
may request an extension of 
another 21 days under Israeli 
law. 
However, 
political 
sources 
said the Knesset is expected to 
pass a law calling for May 17 
elections and the dissolution of 
the p a rlia m e n t w ithin two 
weeks. 
Once such a law is passed, 
any attem pt to form a new 
government is halted and the 
existing R abin governm ent 
would rem ain in power until 
elections, the sources said.

USW Aspirant No Stranger 
To Bucking Establishment

Ed 
Sadlowski could be a herald of a 
new unionism or a throwback to 
the old. 
Or, if one is to believe his 
enemies, he could be an empty 
demagogue, a patsy of “Cadil 
lac liberals,” and maybe worse 
— pinko. 
Whatever he is, Sadlowski is 
certainly this year’s stormy 
petrol in union politics, the 
rebel troublem aker who is 
aspiring to election Feb. 8 as 
president 
of 
the 
1.4-million 
United Steelworkers Union. 
“I find myself now being a 
Communist by virtue that they 
told me I was one,” Sadlowski 
said in an interview. “That’s 
the furthest thing from the 
truth. 
“You can’t be a political 
baiter in the unions. Those are 
bosses’ games. Phil Murray 
was accused of being a Com­ 
munist. John L. Lewis was 
accused of being a Communist. 
Walter Reuther was accused of 
being a Communist. Gene Debs 
was accused of being a Com­ 
munist. 
“I’m not sure I put myself in 
the same league with those 
guys, but I’m not a Communist. 
The unfortunate thing is that 
I’m accused of being a Com­ 
munist by labor circles.” 
Sadlowski’s opponent 
next 
month is Lloyd McBride, like 
him a USW district director, 
unlike him the favored one of 
the union establishment sym­ 
bolized bv retiring USW Presi­ 
dent IW. Abel. 
McBride 
and 
Abel 
hint 
strongly they may quit outright 
if 
they 
do 
not 
win. 
Not 
Sadlowski. 
“I don’t intend to quit," he 
said. “You can’t quit fighting 
until you die. You just keep 
fighting until you die.” 
Sadlowski, a comparatively 
young 38, comes by the Cadillac 
liberal slur and other charges 
largely because he has attract­ 
ed the interest and, in some 
cases, active support of people 
often labeled “Eastern libe­ 
rals.” 
There are other charges that 
he is trying to buys the USW 
presidency 
with 
“ outside 
money” 
leftwing money,” 
even, McBride charged in a 
suit, bosses’ money. 
Whatever the validity of the 
charges, the man who sat in his 
second floor loft headquarters 
over an Italian restaurant and 
bar on South Chicago Avenue 
did not seem right for the role. 
His cramped corner office 
has stained, cracked windows 
looking across the frozen street 
to the railroad viaduct across 
the way. In the long room 
outside, his people walk on 
scuffed, uncarpeted floors or sit 
on a couple of tattered sofas. 
The ashtrays look as if they 
have not been emptied in a 
week 
Sadlowski fairly hulks over 
his desk, a beefy man with the 
formidable shoulders and fore­ 
arm s of a third generation 
steelworker, a swatch of black 
hair spilling over his forehead, 
rum pled open-necked shirt, 
baggy pants, a long-forgotten 
can of Budweiser at his elbow. 
The “outside money" charge, 
he said, is “an illusion on the

part of McBride — a shadow he 
puts up that he wants me to 
chase and I’m not going to do it. 
“Has the guy on the street 
given me 10 bucks? Yes. Does 
the saloon keeper down the 
street give you a sawbuck? 
Yeah. Have I got bosses’ 
money? No. Have I got leftwing 
organizations’ money? The fact 
of the matter is no. 
“Hell, I guess this campaign 
is probably going to cost about 
$200,000. I;m $87,000 in the hole 
now. We can’t spend any more. 
We just can’t move. That’s how 
broke we are.” 
Nurse Estimates 
23 Million In 
U.S. Hypertensive 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — 
An Ohio State University nurse 
estimates 23 million Americans 
are hypertensive, but probably 
can’t tell it because there are no 
outward signs. 
Mary Reynolds, coordinator 
of a group therapy hyper­ 
tension control program 
at 
OSU, said untreated hyper­ 
tension can lead to kidney 
failure, heart attack, stroke 
and other maladies. 
She said there is no cure for 
chronic hypertension, but “our 
one great hope is that it can be 
controlled through diet, medi­ 
cine and mental conditioning 
Chronic hypertension is de­ 
fined as a constant blood 
pressure reading som ewhat 
above the normal 120 over 80 
She said the cause of the 
disease is unknown, but a 
history 
of it among blood 
relatives is the biggest factor 
tending to produce hyper­ 
tensive people 
Mrs. Reynolds added that the 
disease strikes persons in all 
professions and of all ages. She 
said studies indicate about 20 
per cent of the black population 
is hypertensive, about 6 per 
cent of the white population and 
more men than women suffer 
from it. 
She said a basic hypertension 
control rule is temperance in all 
things. 
She said everyone should 
have an annual physical exami­ 
nation and ask a doctor for a 
blood pressure count. 


Still, Sadlowski said, he looks 
to win because “there’s a very, 
very large amount of disgrun­ 
tledness and frustration on the 
shop floor. 
“There’s a feeling and an 
attitude that emanates out of 
the minds of working people 
that 
this union does 
not 
represent them in the proper 
fashion. 
“ .What I’ve got to offer is the 
development of our cause, the 
cause of putting the labor 
movement back in the main­ 
stream of social and economic 
affairs in this country.” 
Sadlowski is no rookie at 
bucking the establishment. He 
has been at it most of his adult 
life and has been a winner most 
of the time. 
The son of Polish and Irish 
parents, Sadlowski quit high 
school when he was 17 to go to 
work in the South Chicago 
works of US.Steel. By the time 
he was 25, he was president of 
USW’s Local 65 and still 
working in the mill. 
In 1973, he ran for director of 
District 31, the biggest in the 
USW, and was counted out. 
But Sadlowski teamed up 
with a sharp Washington labor 
lawyer, Joseph Rauh, one of the 
“ outsiders” alleged to be 
masterminding the course of 
the USW insurgents. Rauh 
persuaded the Labor Depart­ 
ment to order a new election 
and Sadlowski won that one in 
1974, two to one. 
Now Sadlowski is going for it 
all. He charges the Abel regime 
with becoming cozy with big 
steel, with abridging the strike 
weapon through an agreement 
not to walk out over economic 
issues, with denying more than 
half the membership the right 
to vote on their contracts.

FU N D S 
D ISPU T E: Cities 
left empty handed when Uncle 
Sam distributed $2 billion in 
job-creating 
public 
works 
grants over the holidays are 
crying foul. 
They 
claim 
the way 
the 
money was handed out was 
unfair, and that localities which 
needed 
funds 
most 
were 
bypassed. 
Loudest outcry came from 
the U S. Conference of Mayors, 
representing 
the 
nation’s 
biggest cities. Kenneth Gibson, 
mayor of Newark and head of 
the 
Conference, 
issued 
a 
statement alleging the Ford 
A d m in is tra tio n 
sh o w ed 
favoritism to small towns in 
handing out the money. 
Half of all cities over 100,000 
population failed to get a penny 
of the 
public works 
funds, 
according to the statement 
Charges 
that 
favoritism 
toward any locality or region 
was involved in making the 
distribution were branded as 
nonsense by Bernie Jenkins, a 
spokesman for the Economic 
Development 
Administration, 
which administered the crash 
program. 
The law passed by Congress 
mandated how the funds should 
be 
distributed; 
and 
E D A 
followed that formula which 
used the population of an area, 
the unemployment rate, 
the 
absolute number of unem ­ 
ployed individuals and the 
labor intensity of a 
public 
works project in making fun­ 
ding decisions. No place with a 
jobless rate below 6.5 per cent 
got any money, and localities 
where the jobless rate was 
above the national average got 
70 per cent of the funds. 
The main problem was one of 
high expectations which Uncle 
Sam could not possibly fulfill 
Lured by the promise of 100 
per cent federal funding for 
local projects, cities and towns 
across the nation dusted off old 
and unfunded plans by the 
thousands and submitted them 
to EDA. By the time of ap­ 
plication cutoff. ED A hed 
received 25,477 project ap ­ 
plications which had a total 


price tag of $24 billion. There 
was only $2 billion to hand out, 
and following the formula ED A 
gave the money to those with 
the highest scores; funding a 
total of 1,990 projects. 
EDA made no findings as to 
the worthiness of a project, but 
only rated it according to the 
jobless formula. That's why a 
vitally needed water system 
went unfunded in a town with 
low unemployment, while a 
swimming pool got funded in a 
town with high unemployment. 
M A T ER N IT Y 
L E A V E : A 
panel of seven U. S. labor ex­ 
perts has predicted that unions 
will step up demands for in­ 
creased benefits for working 
women during 1977. 
That view came from The 
Labor Relations Forum of the 
Conference Board, a business- 
oriented group. It takes on 
added significance in the wake 
of a recent Supreme Court 
decision which 
ruled 
that 
women are

N EW YORK (L T D - Two 
men have been charged with 
arson and murder in connection 
with the burning of a Bronx 
social club that killed 25 per­ 
sons and injured 24 others 
The suspects, Antonio Cor­ 
dero. 40, and Hector Lopez, 17, 
were arrested Saturday night 
and charged Sunday with 25 
counts of murder and arson. 
A third suspect 
is 
being 
sought and Bronx District 
Attorney Mario Merola said his 
arrest is “ imminent." 
Merola said Cordero, Lopez 
and the third man smarted the 
fire Oct. 
24 to avenge an 
argument Cordero had with his 
18-year-old girlfriend, 
Diana 
Sanchez, who with her sister 
was killed in the fire. 
Twenty-four others were in­ 
jured by jumping out the 
windows to escape the flames in 
the second-story Puerto Rico 
Club. Merola called it “ the 
worst mass murder by arson 
ever to occur in the United 
States." 
It was also the worst fatal fire 
in the city since 27 persons were 
killed in a blaze at a textile 
factory in lower Manhattan in 
1958.

Puerto Rico Governor 
In Favor Of Plebiscite 


SAN JU A N , Puerto Rico 
(U P I) — Puerto Rico’s new 
governor says the island’s 
residents should decide in a 
plebiscite whether they want to 
become America’s 51st state. 
But Carlos Romero Barcelo, 
who was inaugurated for a four- 
year term Sunday, did 
not 
indicate when such a 
vote 
should take place. 
In his inaugural address, the 
44-vear-old former mayor of 
San Juan did not even mention 
the 
statehood 
controversy 
touched off by President Ford’s 
surprise announcement 
New 
Year’s Eve that he will ask 
Congress to pass a law making 
Puerto Rico the 51st state. 
Ford’s proposal was consid­ 
ered 
a 
potential 
em ­ 
barrassm ent 
for 
Romero 
Barcelo, since he had always 
maintained that Puerto Ricans 
themselves should 
take 
the 
initiative for statehood and not 
have 
it 
imposed 
from 
Washington. 
In remarks to U P I following 
his inauguration, Romero B a r­ 
celo refused to comment on 
Ford's action, saying only that 
it “ shows it is not true what the 
independence people have been 
saying — that the United States 
would not admit Puerto Rico as 
a state even if Puerto Rico 


asked for it.” 
Pressed for his own plans to 
bring about statehood, Rohiero 
Barcelo replied, “ This must be 
taken to a plebiscite." But he 
refused to say when 
His inaugural address dealt 
chiefly 
with 
poverty 
and 
economic problems, which he 
called “ our most profound 
preoccupation." 
At the swearing-in ceremo­ 
nies, Jim m y Carter’s personal 
representative, Miami Mayor 
Maurice Ferre, read a message 
in which the president-elect 
said. “ I fully support your right 
to self-determination, whatever 
your choice may be." 
Carter also urged 
Puerto 
Ricans to "continue to enjoy 
your own cultural identity and 
history.” 
Romero Barcelo won election 
on Nov. 2 with about 48 per cent 
of the vote, defeating the in­ 
cumbent, R afael Hernandez 
Colon. 
Two 
independence 
candidates 
polled 
only 
a 
fraction of the votes 
Puerto R ic o ’s constitution 
requires a plebiscite among the 
island’s 3 million residents to 
change the commonwealth sta­ 
tus. The last referendum on the 
issue, in 
1967, produced an 
overwhelm ing vote against 
statehood. 
Spanish Official's Kidnapers 
Drop Threats To Kill Him 


M AD RID , Spain 
(U P I) — 
Leftist kidnapers holding the 
No. 4 government official have 
suddenly dropped their threats 
to kill him but say he will 
remain their captive until the 
government 
releases 
15 
political prisoners. 
The urban guerrillas who 
abducted Antonio Maria 
de 
Oriol y Urquijo 23 days ago 
announced last week he would 
be executed Sunday unless the 
g o v e r n m e n t 
o p e n e d 
negotiations 
on 
freeing 
the 
prisoners. 
But in a message Sunday 
night they dropped their threats 
to kill Oriol, president of the 
Council of State, an adviser to 
King Juan Carlos and one of 
Spain’s wealthiest men. 
The kidnapers repeated an 
earlier 
demand 
that 
the 
government 
free 
the 
15 
prisoners 
and fly 
them 
to 
Algiers. They said they were 
prepared to hold Oriol until 
their demands were met. 
The note, found under the 
doormat of a downtown offfice 
building, was accompanied by 
a handwritten letter from Oriol 
asking his family to make sure 
his 17 grandchildren receive 
their gifts as usual on Three 
Kings’ Day — Jan. 6 — when 
Spanish children get their 
Christmas presents. 
The <lf>cuments were found by 
two reporters of the newspaper 
Informaciones whom the kid­ 
napers had alerted by tele­ 
phone Police said the message 
and Oriol’s letter were authen­ 
tic.

TUCSON, Ariz. (UPI) — The 
trial of John Adamson; accused 
of murdering reporter 
Don 
Bolles, is starting six-day-a- 
week sessions with the judge 
carefully trying to choose a 
jury untainted by publicity 
From now on there will be 
Saturday sessions. 
Seven persons — six women 
and a man — were chosen last 
week for a panel of 37 from 
which 12 jurors and five 
alternates will be selected 
Superior Judge Ben Birdsall 
meticulously questioned the 
prospective jurors in the trial’s 
first week about their knowl­ 
edge of the case from the 
media. 
His tough examination is 
jnmed at averting another 
mistrial because of excessive 
prejudicial publicity 
— the 
grounds on which a Phoenix 
judge aborted the first trial of 
Adamson, 33, a dog breeder, on 
Oct. 2). 
The case was then moved to 
Tucson for a second trial at­ 
tempt. 
Panelists thus far have said 
they were familiar with the 
case but could give a fair trial 
to Adamson, accused in the 
June 2 car-bomb slaying of 
Bolles, 47, an award-winning 
investigative newsman for the 
Arizona Republic. 
Birdsall’s questioning also 
focuses 
on 
a 
list, 
given 
prospective jurors, of possible 
witnesses and persons who may 
be mentioned in evidence. 
Before the New Year recess, 
a name that came out was that 
of John Stubbs, a bank teller 
who told police he changed 
about $3,000 in large bills June 
10 for a man familiar with key 
figures in the case. 
The bank customer, a promi­ 
nent land developer and build­ 
ing c o n t r a c t o r , told in­ 
vestigators a man he didn’t 
know came to his driveway that 
morrting, gave him $5,000 or 
$6,000 and told him to deliver it 
to a

Adamson’s defense. He said he 
changed some large bills and 
delivered the money.

Vet’s Airline Is For Pets Only 


CINCINNATI 
(UFI > 
II 
airline owner Richard Burns 
used a slogan like “Fly me," 
he’d have to bark it. 
Or meow it. 
That’s the only language his 
passengers understand. Burns’ 
airline is for pets only 
“Business is good, although 
it’s just been dogs and cats so 
far,’’ says Burns, "but I’m 
willing to fly any kind of pet 
that’s manageable.” 
While big airline companies 
crate up animals like cargo. 
B urns’ unique little airline 
features personalized service. 
That’s because “Animal Air 
Transport,” as Burns adver­ 
tises in the phone book’s yellow 
pages under “Airlines,” con­ 
sists only of one plane (Burns’ 
own) and one pilot 
(Burns 
himself). 
“The dogs and cats sit on 
seats right with me in the 
plane,” says Burns, who flies a 
four-seat, single-engine Cessna 
Sky lane. 
But the biggest selling point 
is Burns’ other occupation — 
he’s a veterinarian. 
‘‘I stress resp on sib ility,” 
says the mild-mannered 
56- 
year-old Burns, who has three 
grandchildren and has been a 
veterinarian the past 23 years, 
operating an animal hospital in 
Cincinnati. 
. 
“A lot of people worry about 
the safety of their pets on big 
airlines, but I’ve been flying 
pets for nearly four years now 
and I haven’t lost an animal 
yet,” he notes. “People know' 
the only way they will lose their 
pet is if I crash.” 
Just as Burns knows how to 
care for animals, he also is 
comfortable piloting a plane 
An Air Force major in World 
War Two, Burns dodged anti­ 
aircraft fire in 73 missions over 
the Solomon Islands in the 
Pacific. Now, both he and his 
plane meet the same stiff FA A 
requirements as a private jet 
pilot chauffeurring company 
executives. 
In fact, Burns got his private 
plane before he got the “pet 
flying” idea 
"I bought the plane but found 
I wasn’t flying it as much as 
much as I thought I would,” he 
recalled. “So to find a purpose 
for the plane, I came up with 
flying pets.” 
Some people might not think 
there’s a big market for air­ 
borne dogs and cats. 
“There's a great demand for 
it,” says Burns, who has a trip 
booked almost every weekend. 
“It’s mainly when people move 
great distances They love their 
pets and want them to get good 
care when they travel.” 
Because Burns works at his 
anim al 
hospital 
here 
throughout the week, he doesn't 
feel obligated to make a profit 
on his weekend trips — and 
doesn’t. 
“I keep my rates relatively 
low to keep business up,” he 
says. “I get as much out of the 
trip as the owners of the pets I 
love to fly and go places.” 
Burns’ rate is 30 cents per air 
statu te m ile, and he only 
charges for one way, which 
means his 16 cents per mile 
operating cost totals 32 cents a 
mile for the round-trip 
“For short hauls, the charge 
is really reasonable,” he said. 
“For instance, Cincinnati-In- 
dianapolis is $32, to Cleveland is 
$55, 
to Chicago is $75 
To 
Miami, a 
trip I 
frequently 
make, is $287, and to Los

Angeles is $578.’' 
Burns says he has had no bad 
experiences with the animals in 
the plane. 
“I never lock dogs up in cages 
and they’ve always been good," 
he reports. “Even when big 
dogs, like boxers, are hyper on 
the ground before the trip, just 
go, go, go, they seem to relax in 
the air I don’t know if it’s the 
drone of the engine or what, but 
they usually just sack out on the 
seat beside me or behind me. 
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"I also keep cats on the seat, 
hut I do have to put them in a 
carrier because they’re so 
curious. They would wander all 
over the plane and before I 
knew it they’d be snooping 
around my feet on the rudders 
and we might have problems.”

Problems Plague N. Korea 


TOKYO (UPI) — Communist 
North Korea is in deep financial 
trouble and there are no im ­ 
mediate signs of her digging out 
in the near future. 
The Pyongyang regime of 
President Kim II Sung owes 
estimated debts of $2 billion 
with foreign suppliers, includ­ 
ing the Soviet Union, Western 
Europe and Japan. 
Because of the worldwide 
recession brought on by the 1973 
oil crisis, the prices of raw 
materials North Korea sells 
plunged sharply, forcing the 
country into a state of economic 
distress. 
Economic conditions in North 
Korea are so bad her foreign 
partners are getting persistent 
with their demands for pay­ 
ments of her debts. 
North Korea, for example, 
now owes Japan around $260 
million, with payments of $60 
million to $70 million already 
overdue. 
Japan has sent missions to 
Pyongyang but apparently has 
not succeeded in getting any 
clear cut commitment from the 
North 
Koreans. 
A 
12-man 
mission of the private Japan- 
North Korean Trade Associa­ 
tion went to North Korea last 
week in hopes of correcting the 
aggravating situations 
•Officials at the Ministry of 
International Trade and Indus 
try say privately Japan has 
stopped 
selling 
factories 
to 
North Korea. 
But 
Japanese 
private 
concerns 
doing 
business with North Korea and 
the 
Foreign 
M inistry 
are 
uniform ly tigh tl^ p ed about 
Japan’s worsening economic 
ties with Pyongyang 
“It’s too delicate a question to 
answer,’’ a spokesman for the 
giant 
trading 
com pany 
Sum itom o Shoji said when 
asked 
about

frozen credit with North Korea 
Japan

imported $54,18 million. 
Once a strong supporter of oil 
curtailment by Arab oil produ­ 
cers, North Korea has been 
hard hit by the 1973 Arab oil 
embargo and has asked Japan 
and Western European coun­ 
tries for a two-year postpone­ 
ment of payment in trade debts 
or similar extensions of pay­ 
ments. 
West Germany is reported to 
have cut off trade with North 
Korea over the default and 
Tokyo 
new spapers 
said 
a 
naphtha plant being built by 
France rem ains unfinished. 
The French, the newspapers 
reported, are demanding to be 
paid before they complete the 
work 
As a result of the oil embargo, 
North Korean sources in Tokyo 
said, the price of lead dropped 
from $713.3 per ton in early 1974 
to $386.7 in December 1975. The 
price of zinc per ton dipped to 
$816.7 in late 1975 from $1,67« in 
December 1973. 
Japan, North Korea’s largest 


non-Communist trade partner, 
recently canceled imports from 
North Korea by 60 per cent to 
lessen the effects on 
her 
recession-battered 
economy. 
To make matters worse, two- 
way trade between the two 
Asian 
countries 
has 
been 
carried out on the basis of the 
British pound, which itself has 
reflected that country’s poor 
economic condition. 


Although Japan appears to 
agree to a two-year extension of 
payments, the Japanese want 
the 
interest 
rate 
they 
are 
charging North Korea raised to 
10 45 per cent from the present 
level of 7.5 per cent. 


North Korea, instead, is 
asking Japan to buy more raw 
materials or her finished goods 
which Japanese officials say 
are “somewhat of poor quality’’ 
compared to those of other 
countries. 


And recent decisions of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries to raise oil 
prices by 5 to 10 per cent could 
be another serious blow to 
President Kim’s Socialist regi­ 
me.

In America's Arms Sales?

In 1977 the total will 
be about $9.5 billion. 
“Nobody wants to see an 
arm s race, but the trend is up 
and it looks like it will stay that 
w ay,” said one US. official. 
He cited several factors: 
— The worldwide recession is 
com in g 
to an en d . 
“ M ost 
countries have m ore money to 
spend on everything, including 
garter belts and food. However, 
die first concern of alm ost 
every country we talk to is their 
own security, and that m eans 
they want to buy 
up-todate 
weapons before they buy the 
other things .” 
— The United States once 
gave aw ay arm s to friendly 
nations, som e $6 to $9 billion 
annually under the 
m ilitary 
assistan ce program . Congress 
has 
alm ost 
elim inated

program — except for $500 
m illion to Israel — and the only 
w ay friendly nations can get up- 
to-date Am erican arm s is to 
buy them.

US. officials who deal with 
foreign requests for arm s sales 
say that suggestions on cutting 
back arm s sales are frequently 
met with indignation from the 
countries m aking the request. 
What is seen to be high, m oral 
purpose on 
the part of the 
United States is seen by those 
other countries as a form of 
abandonm ent, according to one 
official 
The result, he said, is usually 
that they buy the arm s from

Agriculture Dept. Issues Booklet

D ickens’ 19th-century E nglish 
novel, “ A C hristm as C arol,” 
encountered a series of delays, 
an official said 
The delays did not stretch the 
final go-ahead o rd er on printing 
the publication fa r enough to 
perm it editors to update one 
article on W hite House f a r­ 
m ers, how ever. T he article lists

farm ties, but it m akes no 
m e n tio n of

DEAR DR LAMB - I am 
59, female, married and have 
high blood pressure around 
175. I am w orried about 
strokes or a heart attack, but 
my faith believes only ‘God’ 
is th e g r e a t e s t of a ll 
physicians 1 wonder if you 
can buy something over the 
counter at a drug store? 
DEAR READER - If you 
belong to the faith I think you 
might, you may be interested 
to know the lady who founded 
the faith wore glasses — but I 
don’t know where she bought 
them. 
You should be concerned 
about your blood pressure as 
it does increase the chances 
that you could have either a 
stroke or heart attack or other 
disorders associated with dis­ 
eased arteries. 
I usually prefer to see a per­ 
son with high blood pressure 
improve his or her living 
patterns first if that can be 
done. If you have any amount 
of fat at all under your skin, 
go on a sensible diet and exer­ 
cise daily. At least try to walk 
30 minutes to an hour a day. 
Walk in two sessions if you 
need to, in order to not be un­ 
comfortable. 
The weight loss often lowers 
a person’s blood pressure, and 
when it is successful it is far 
b e tte r for you than any 
m edicines av a ila b le 
for 
moderate elevations of blood 
pressure. 
Also you should avoid 
coffee, tea and colas, as well 
as cigarettes 
None of these m easures 
should conflict with your 
faith. I know of no Christian 
religion that is against a good 
healthy diet program, exer­ 
cise and avoiding cigarettes, 
coffee and tea.

DEAR DR 
LAMB - Do 
you have any information per­ 
taining to appendicitis and 
how to prevent it? Also I 
would like to know if an opera­ 
tion is the only answer if a 
person has an appendicitis at­ 
tack? 
DEAR READER - We 
have no definite information 
on how to prevent attacks of 
appendicitis. Dr. Burkitt and 
others who have studied the 
effects of cereal fiber bulk in 
the diet believe that appen­ 
dicitis is rare in people who 
have sufficient cereal fiber in 
their diet. These investigators 
bglieve appendicitis is just 
one of many diseases that we 
suffer because of our modern 
bulkless diet that leads to poor 
colon function. 
Appendicitis may be con­ 
fused with several other 
medical conditions. These in­ 
clude the pain a girl may have 
related to ovulation, or in­ 
flammation of large lymph 
nodes inside the abdomen in 
either sex. 
Once a case of appendicitis 
is definitely diagnosed most 
doctors agree that the only 
treatment is surgical. If the 
patient is severely ill for any 
reason, a period of patient 
preparation may be required. 
This can be required if the 
appendix has already rup­ 
tured. Otherwise, one of the 
few conditions for delaying 
surgery would be a very re­ 
cent heart attack or similar 
severe illness. 
In general doctors do not 
think trying to abort the at­ 
tack with antibiotics is accep­ 
table. The risks are too great.

39.000 Car 
Workers Idle 
As 77 Opens 


DETROIT (U PI) — The US. 
auto industry opens 1977 and its 
assault on the record books 
today with one sour note — 
39.000 workers on temporary 
layoff because small car sales 
have not lived up to expecta­ 
tions. 
The workers are at nine US. 
and Canadian assembly plants 
that build small cars They’ll be 
off the job for periods of one to 
three weeks with industry 
analysts predicting even more 
cutbacks if small car sales 
don’t increase. 
In the opening week of 1977, 
Ford has 6,400 workers on a 
one-week layoffs. Chrysler has 
9,800 workers on layoff for the 
first two weeks of the year and 
9,200 others idled for the first 
week. American Motors has 
11.000 workers on temporary 
layoff because of slow small car 
sales. General Motors said 2,450 
workers will be idled for three 
weeks beginning Jan. 10. 
Despite the shutdowns, Gen­ 
eral Motors Corp. Chairman 
Thomas A. Murphy predicts 
sales of 1434 million cars and 
trucks, including imports, in 
1977. That would top record 1973 
by better than 100,000 vehicles. 
Ford Motor Co. Chairman 
Henry Ford II has predicted a 
more conservative 11 million 
car and truck sales. 
While 
the official 
sales 
results for 1976 won’t be 
released by the four US. auto 
companies until Tuesday, the 
trade publication Automotive 
News estimates sales for the 
year at 8,562,000 — a 21 per cent 
gain over 1975 but still only the 
sixth best year in history. 
Automotive News said GM 
sales would be up 27 per cent, 
Chrysler Corp. up 31 per cent, 
Ford up 13 per cent 
and 
American Motors Corp., caught 
in a small car sales slump, 
down 23 per cent from a year 
ago. 
Imports are estimated at 
about 1,480,000, down about 6 
per cent from 1975 when they 
grabbed their best share ever of 
the US. market with total sales 
that were the third highest for 
the foreign makes. 
The 
industry 
resumes 
production today after a 10-day 
paid 
holiday 
shutdown, 
According 
to 
W ard’s 
Automotive Reports, US. car 
and truck production climbed 
28 per cent in 1976 to rank the 
year as the second best in 
automotive history. 
Ward’s said that 11,469,081 
cars and trucks were built in 
1976, compared with just under 
9 million last year at the tail 
end of the industry’s two-year 
recession. The record was 
nearly 12.7 million cars and 
trucks in 1973. 
Ward’s said the industry’s 
recovery is expected to contin­ 
ue in 1977 but at a much slower 
rate. 


Six Are Injured 
As Car Forces 
Bus Into Ditch 


M ELM O R E, Ohio (U P I) — A 
northbound Greyhound bus 
with 30 passengers was forced 
off snow-covered Ohio 100 
Saturday by a car in the wrong 
lane and skidded 580 feet in a 
ditch before hitting a utility 
pole. 
Six passengers were treated 
and released for minor injuries 
at Tiffin Mercy Hosiital eight 
miles away from the scene of 
the accident near the Seneca- 
Crawford county line. 
“ They all came in on back­ 
boards and they all walked 
out,’’ said night hospital super­ 
visor Elizabeth Rochester. 
The Seneca County Sheriff’s 
department said the car which 
caused the accident was travel­ 
ing southbound in the nor­ 
thbound lane. 
Police said passengers on the 
bus got a description of the car, 
but not its driver. A dispatcher 
said the bus was forced off the 
road, hit a snowdrift, slid along 
the roadside ditch, ripped out 56 
feet of farm fence and came to 
rest partially on its side 
The bus was bound for 
Detroit. Names of the injured 
and the bus driver were not 
released.

Drinking 
To Crimes

One-third of the inmates en­ 
tering 
state 
prisons 
say 
drinking is related to their 
crime. 
W. David Mathews, an Ohio 


State University student, sur­ 
veyed 178 inmates at the state 
reception center at Chillicothe 
last May and June in research­ 
ing a thesis for a master’s 
degree 
he was 
granted 
in 
December. 
He said 51 of those prisoners 
said drinking had something to 
do with their imprisonment 
Employed now through the 
Battelle Memorial Institute as 
a 
consultant 
for 
the state 
corrections 
department, 
Mathews said his evaluation 


sample probably is valid for 
the 
entire 
state 
prison 
population. 
As 
part 
of 
the survey, 
Mathews found that 49 prison­ 
ers were alcoholic and that 80 
per cent of them said drinking 
was related to their incarcera­ 
tion. The researcher found the 
alcoholic prisoners to lie more 
rebellious and impulsive than 
the average prisoner and they 
had more trouble controlling 
their behavior. 
Theorizing that control of 


drinking would also encourage 
behavior control. Mathews has 
recommended 
greater 
at­ 
tention be given the treatment 
of alcohlic felons w'hile they are 
still behind bars. 
Ht* theorized that in a prison 
setting, where the alcoholic is 
kept 
confined 
and 
sober, 
treatment programs have a 
high chance for success. 
Mathews says state prisons 
now concentrate on treatment 
of drug addiction rather than of 
alcoholism.
